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is  more  accessible  to  newcomers  than 
is  the  case  with  most  books  devoted 
to  neutron  scattering. 

Throughout  this  book,  Roe  has 
made  judicious  choices  as  to  content 
and  level  of  presentation.  He  has 
included  with  each  chapter  sugges¬ 
tions  for  further  reading  for  more  in- 
depth  study.  Having  read  this  book, 
students  of  polymer  science  will  be 
well  equipped  to  read  selectively  from 
more  comprehensive  texts,  such  as 
Julia  Higgins  and  Henri  Benoit’s 
highly  regarded  Polymers  and  Neu¬ 
tron  Scattering  (Oxford  U.  Press, 
1994).  In  its  breadth  and  even-hand¬ 
ed  treatment  of  x-ray  and  neutron 
methods,  Roe’s  book  deserves  an 
audience  that  extends  well  beyond 
the  polymer  science  community.
